‘Farmers In Britain Finding Rice 

; Grass Very Valuable 
., Seeds accidentally taken to Eng- 
land’ tast~century in- the - holds of 
American sailing ships have given 
Britain’s farmers a valuable wartime 
cattle fodder, 

It is rice grass, or Spartina town- 
sendii, a plant flourishing on coastal 
faud-flats or river estuaries where 
it prevents: the washing away of 
banks by the action of tides and 
currents, Much rice grass has spread 
naturally, but in recent years exten- 
sive plantations have been made for 
coastal protection, . 

The modern English variety, dis- 
covered at Hythe, in Southampton 
water, in 1870, is a cross between 
the native species and that brought 
from America, and is so vigorous 
that whenever it comes into com- 
petition with either. of its ,parents 
it eliminates them completely. 

Agricultural experts who have c&ar- 
ried out cattle feeding trials with 
rice grass have found that under 
good conditions, it makes splendid 
hay. It is also grazed readily by all 
classes of livestock. d 

In New South Wales rice grass has 
been planted as fodder in the ex- 
tensive saltlands of the Riverina dis- 
trict, where it absorbs the. overflow 
from artesian wells. f 

Experiments with it are also being 
carried out in South Africa, India 
and the Sudan.—St. Thomas Times- 
Journal,

Red Cross In Newfoundland 


Survivors From Torpedoed Merchant 
Ships Cared For; 

Report of the Canadian Assistant 
Commissioner in Newfoundland for 
the month of June ‘brings news of 
Canadian Red Cross activities there. 

Barly in the month. three -more 
groups of survivors from torpedoed 
merchant ships were landed in St. 
Johns, making, with the two groups 
which arrived at the end of May, a 
total of about 150 cared for by the 
Red Cross. The Society was notified 
in advance of the landing of these 
men so that comfort bags and cloth- 
ing were on hand to be issued) on 
their arrival, and the station wagon 
was at the pier to meet them. 

No accommodation had previously 
‘been, prepared so the men were 
quartered in the Caribou Hut, which 
necessitated the erecting of beds in 
most of the recreation rooms. Sheets 
and pillow cases ‘were loaned from 
Red Cross supplies to help in this 
emergency. e tiospital cases were 

ited and given ‘comforts, and 
others taken for x-ray and for treat- 
ment to doctors’ offices: Minor burns, 
wounds and infections were dressed 
daily and many other’ personal ser- 
vices rendered. ; 4 

The men were most grateful for 
the Red Cross clothing and help and 
were particularly pleased with the 
comfort bags. Several of the men, 
desiring to be o¢cupjed, spent much 
time in the new Red Crogs head-|. 
quarters painting furniture, laying 
flooring, sorting and packing sup- 
plies doing endless odd jobs and 
being most helpful generally.

Cooling Milk 
_ Water Cools Milk Much Faster 
Than Air ‘ 

Milk should be cooled to 50 de- 
grees F., or lower, immediately after 
it is drawn inorder to prevent bac- 
terial grow:h and subsequent spoil- 
age. At the same time, while the 
cooling of milk is very important it 
cannot take the place of clean milk- 
ing, but milk cooled without’ delay 
will keep sweet many hours longer 
than will another portion of the same 
milk, the cooling of which has been 
delayed for an hour or two. When 
milk must be shipped long distances 
without adequate protection during 
warm weather, immediate cooling 
may make all the. difference of its 


a accepted or rejected at the)’ 


. The speed at which milk can be 
cooled depends upon the rate at 
which the heat in the milk is passed 
on to something else which will ab- 


‘sorb it. Some materials absorb heat 


much more rapidly than others. Air 
absorbs heat very ‘slowly. Con- 
Sequently, if a can of warm milk is 
placed in a refrigerated room where 
the air temperature is at freezing 
point, it will be about 12 hours before 
the temperature of the milk has fal- 
len to 50 degrees F. This explains, 
states the War-time Production Ser- 
ies Pamphlet of’the Agricultural 
Supplies Board, No. 58, on “Cooling 
Milk on the Farm,” why attempts to 
cool milk. in winter by setting the 
cans in a snow-bank or exposing 
them to outdoor temperature 50 
often lead to trouble. 
‘Water absorbs heat much more 
rapidly and will cool milk more than 
20. times faster than air. As milk 
must give up its heat. to the sur- 
rounding water, the larger the vol- 
ume of water and the lower its tem- 
pera‘ure, the more quickly the milk 
will be cooled. Cooling is more rapid 
when either the milk or. water or 
both are kept in motion, In stirring 
oe there is a risk of adding bac- 
eria if the stirring rods are not 
thoroughly washed and sterilized; 
hence stirring the water is the better 
méthod., The many methods avail- 
ble for cooling milk are discussed 
detail in the bulletin which may 
be ‘obtained by writing to Publicity 
and - Extension Division, Dominion 
Department of Agriculture, Ottawa.

Proper supplies of vitamin in the 
soldier’s diet will not only maintain 
his general ‘health but may. save his 
life in action by keeping his eye- 
sight in good condition, it was stated 
in documénts tabled for a parlia- 
mentary sub-committee on. war ex- 
penditures. 

Brig. R. M. Gorssline, director of 
army medical service, gave the com- 
mittee copies of circular letters sent- 
to all district medical officers. 

Officers were reminded that if a 
person did not receive an adequate 
supply of vitamin C,_ resistance 
against disease was lowered. A mod- 
erate lack of vitamin C was prob- 
ably. 8 factor in the development: of 
some moyth_.-conditions, 
trench mouth, 

Raw cabbage and raw turnips are 
excellent sources of vitamin C, but 
if the cooking is prolonged, over 90 
per..cent, of the vitamin originally 
present is lost. Potatoes contained 
@ small amount of vitamin C.  — 

Tomatoes were considered: most 
important as a source of vitamin .C.. 

For the best level: of health, 5,000 
to 6,000 units daily of vitamin A are 
required, and the ordinary hospital 
diet of the Canadian army furnishes 
6,635 units daily,
